Al hough the plants last imported— 
all of the first quality of the green tea species— 
were of equal size when planted in June in one 
Geld, all contiguous, having the same soil, as- 
pect, atmosprere, and cultivation, yet it is a cu.

“ Pat fresh cucumbers, as soon as picked from 
the vine, into weak brine boiling bot t 
them remain twenty-four houre. They should 
then be taken out, put inte the vessel in which 
they are to be kept, and vinegar, boiling hot, 
soured upon them sufficient te cover. In three 
days’ time the pickles will be fit for use. Pickles 
prepared in this way will keep an indefinite 
emgth of time, and preserve all the freshness 
of the Gret pickling by payiog proper atten- 
tos te the vinegar. After standing some deys. 
& scom will rise and cover the surface of the 
vinegar. When this takes place, the vineg 
should unmediately be taken out and scalded, 
the ecum skimmed off, and then while hot poures 
again te the pickles. This should be repeated 
until the secrement has entirely disappeared and 
the vinegar becomes pure. The advantages of 
this method ef prekling cucumbers, over many 
others, is, that it gives to the pickles a most 
agreeable flavor, and at the same time preserves 
them ip « sound and healthy state as long as the 
vinegar is kept pure.”

THE DOG-DAYS. 


A correspondent appends the following note to 
& business letter, received a few days since: 

“ By the way, Mr. Simonds, do not dog-deys 
commence earlier in Boston than they do in the 
1? According to the Rambler they com- 
menced July 3rd, and ended August 11th, but 
according to Mr. Thomas, they commence July 
25th, and end Ssptember Sth. But times change, 
you know.” 

About the same time the above was received, 
the following scrap met our eye in the editorial 
column of one of the dailies: 

“ The dog-days continue from the 30th July to | 
the 10th September.” 

It is evident that there is a blander or misun- 
derstanding about this matter, somewhere, bat 
perbapes we cap clear up the mystery. Canice- 
lar-days, commonly called dog-cays, are certain 
days when Sirius, or the Dog-star (the brightest 
star in the heavens) rises and sets with the rising 
and setting of the sun. The appellation of this 
remarkable star is derived from the Egyptians, 
who observed that as soon as it became visible 
the Nile overflowed its banks; and they there- 
fore named it Sirius, or the star of the Nile, and 
paid it divine honors. The other nations which 
adopted thie appellation, not considering the true 
origin of the name, assigned to the star the in- 
creasing beat of the summer, and called the sea- 
son dog-days. On this account the Romans sac- 
rificed a brown dog at every return of the sea- 
son, te appease the rage of Sirius. in those deys 
this much-abused star rose heliacally, as the ae- 
tronomers term it, about the first of July, and } 
consequently dog-days commenced at that time. | 
But the rising of stars not only varies ing | 
to the latitude of a place, but is alway: erand | 
later every year in the same place. Bede refers | 
te a time when dog days commenced July Lith. | } 
in the reign of Etrzabeth they were reckoned 
from July 6th to September 6th. From the re- | 
storation of Charles Li. to the correction of the 
calendar, the beginning of this period was July 
19th, and the end of it, August 25¢h; after the 
correction of the calendar, the time was changed 
to July 15th, and September 7th.
